There were many radios used by paratroopers in WW2. One that comes to 
mind is the Brown Model B2 transmitter-receiver set. It was made in 
England and was used extensively at a spy radio throughout the war. It 
was packaged with a roll out antenna, and a hand cranked generator. At 
the time it was considered a miracle of miniaturization as it weighed 
JUST 32 pounds...it was the size of an old fashioned breadbox, and was 
easily carried as a backpack. American troops had great respect for this 
radio as it quickly became appreciated for its' incredible reliability. 


It had just 2 tubes..loctol sockets, and kicked out just a couple of 
watts.

I wanted to get on 17M but didnt want to run more coax than I already 
have all over the place. So tried something new. (I dont own or want a 
tuner) 


I have a 30M half square hanging between two oak trees in the front 
yard. So I lowered the end with the coax attachment and soldered on two 
14' wires, and pulled it back up in the air. Tied string on the ends and 
pulled them outward tieing them to other trees. Next step to get the 
best SWR by adjusting the angle of the inverted Vee legs. After I had 
the best SWR's I started trimming bits off each leg till I had 1.2 
readings. 

The inverted Vee for 17M didnt hurt the 30M half square, and the Vee 
really works great! 


Did some testing today at 17-18:00Z and bagged a 4 land/M stn. and got a 
579! Then a DX stn calling CQ on 18.078 SK5AA. I got a 559 from him! 

I'm feeling pretty good about getting 17M going, and didnt have to run 
another coax to do it. Naturally I was QRP 4 watts. 


I already have an inverted Vee somewhere else with 1600/80/40 on one 
coax. My tower has a 15/10M 2 ele quad at 70' on one coax, and now the 
30M half square is multi-banded! 


Hey, maybe I'll put 12M on my 20M half square! Now what I need is a big 
wind storm to come to the Ozarks and blow all this wire down! HI! 


Gee, I wish I had a cool name for this thing ! Its a half square with a 
Vee at one end - a strange sight. But wrks great!
